(SBU)  Embassy  delivered  ref tel  demarche  on  China's  Postal  Law  to 
China's  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  (MFA)  on  April  22  in  the  form  of 
a letter  from  Charge  d' Affaires  Daniel  Piccuta  to  Assistant  Minister 
LIU  Jieyi.  Liu,  the  most  appropriate  interlocutor,  and  the  next 
lowest  appropriate  interlocutor  are  both  on  travel.  MFA's  U.S. 
Division  confirmed  receipt  of  the  letter  and  stated  that  it  would 
ensure  the  message  is  conveyed  promptly  to  the  appropriate 
officials .
